J ſome, ſo it is well knowen vnto many 
4 Ss, thouſand perſons that daily feele the 
A >2.] fo2ce andbitterneſſe therof, The ſame 
. 8 being moſt extreame and lamentable, 
& could doe no leſſe but lap it open ta 
the view ol the whole woꝛlde that all the Cities in Chꝛi⸗ 
ſcendome map take example by the ſame, and feare hercaf- 
ter to attempt the like inhumaine, vnnaturall and moſt vn⸗ 
godly actions, which aboue all other that Citie hath ſundzie 
times conmited, eſpecially in two points : firſt, in laugh- 
tering the bloud of many thouſande innocents , and ſecond- 
ty fa; reſiſting and rebelling from time to time againſt the 
authoꝛitie of their Soueraigne and Chꝛiſtian King, where- 
in they haue of long time peruiſhly continued, Foz which 
their lo inſolent crimes, doubtles almighty God doth iuſtly 
plague and ptuuſh them, the rather to make it knowen vn⸗ 
to them and others, that he is a iuſt God, and will puniſh 
the dloud· thirſtie and wicked, as he hath pzomiſcd, euen to 
the third and fourth generation. 

Such haue berne the crimes of thoſe pꝛoude and dilloxal 
Pariſeans, (who of late pearcs liued in great p2oſperitie, 
ard abounded in wealth) that in the life time of that bloud- 
chirſtie Butcher, and vnnaturall urtherer of Chꝛiſtians 
called the Duke of Guize, with the conſent ol the Qucrne 
mother and her aſſociates , ſuffered to be actompliſhed and 
pertoꝛmed within the ſalve Citie, a lamentable Mallacre 
of many thouſand uutocents in one night , a .

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ally as were of the flower and chieſe of the Nobilitie of 
France, the fect being pet ſofreſh in mcmozie , that the 
bloud of thoſe then ſlaugbteres aſketh reucrge and craneth 
blcud againe vpen thoſe herd hearted helhorntes and their 
pc ſteritie, now maintapncrs ef their tnholp League, that 
long time haue reſiſted the authoꝛitie of the higher powers, 
end giuen their conſents to ſeke the Tiſfoluticn and ruine 
al that kingde me, and the ſubuerſion of their King , his 
Crowne and dignitie Ropall.,, es they haue doone from 
time to time. Fo2 which their ſo hoꝛrible actions, together 
with their gretucus crimes and dete ſlable pꝛide, whozes 
dame, inceſt, gluttenp, end ſuch like abht minable vices 
which they of leng time vſed, it hath pleaſed God to ſende 
among them extreame famine (a ſharpe meſſenger of re⸗ 
nenge to puniſh them) whereby they are at this pzeſent in 
ſuch greeucus diflreſſe os it is lamentable torepozt, Foz 
the Citie is bcſicged reund about by the Kinges power 
which is very ſtrong, and therby hath cut them off from ha- 
ning any victuals oz other ſuccour whatſoeuer , their viuu⸗ 
als within was ſpent leng ſince, whcreby thep are in wo⸗ 
fall caſe foz want of fode. Mhepare cnfo:ccd to eate Hoz- 
fes, Ales, Dogges, Cattrs, Rattes, ꝙite, aridother fils 
thie and vnaccuſtcmed things fo their ſuſfenance, yea that 
which is moze odiors in reſpect of their nete iſitte, it is ſayd 
that they are enfoꝛerd toferde ene vpon an other: and that 
thꝛeugh fer blent ſſe ard want ol vicuals thep fall downe 
dead in the ſlreetes and in their heuſes. A mo ſt tementable 
and vnaccuſtomed thing to be dene, pet conſtrapned ſo to 
doe by meanes ol thoir want and orecucrs famine-, which 
is now generally : meng them. This their necefſitie map 
be te mpared to the went 4 miſcrable t ſtate of the Jewes 
atſthe ſedge of Itruſelem, where death thꝛeatned the de⸗ 
ffridicn al all the inhabite nts, thereby ſhe wing them that 
foʒ their wu kedneſſe end Bilfull fiubbeznneſſe their dellru⸗ 
ction is at hand. 

The Fricrserd Cleatrgie men udo ere the ring lea⸗ 
ders and pzincipall geuerncurs there at this pꝛeſi nt time, 


percetuing 
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perceiuing the great neceſſitie whereunto the Citizens 
would bee dztuen, by meanes of ther deteſtable perſwaſi- 
ons, dealt pollitickely, ſending foz the Citizens of Paris 
into ſeucrall Cloiſters 4 religious Pouſes within the ſame 
Cittie and commaunded them to bꝛing in all their werlke 
furniture which they had in their houſes, to the intent that 
they might le if they were ſeruiceable oꝛ not fo2 wat re, 
fo when they had gotten al the ſame furniture ol pikes hal⸗ 
bards, muſkets, gunnes, dagges, ſwoꝛdes, and ſich like, 
they detained their weapons and ſent euery man heme a 
gain de ſtitute of any furniture, wher with to defendthem- 
ſelues if occaſion ſhculd ſerue, whereby they haue weake- 
ned the whole multitude of Citizens, and dzawen the 
firength of the Cittie into their owne direction and go- 
uernment, fearing leaſt that famine ſhoulde cempell the 
generall multitive to rt bell againſt them, and ſo conſtrayn 
the latte fed Friers to ye&lde to their daily cutcrics, which 
is to peelke vppe the Cittie into the kinges hantes, and to 
ſulmitte them ſelues to his mercp, which to doe they can 
not compell them foꝛ want of weapons. Some here may 
dappely de maunde, whp the Cleargie men and chieſe Riv 
lers, will not pa lde it vppe as well as the reſt, rather then 
to taſte ol lamint and ſo to ſuffer ſo grieuous and cruell a 
tozment, which is moze bitter then death, but ſoꝛ aunſwer 
therets let this ſuffice, The Leagers and Cleargy men 
of the Cittie, ſuſpecting long befoꝛe that ſuch miſtry would 
come to paſſe, did vitaile themſelues fo2 a leng time, ſo 
that thoſe eſpetially that are chiefe gourrneurs, Officers, 
Watchmen, and Guard to the Cittie, haue pet ſeme (r:fs 
ficient maintenence , ncuci theles the o:tinory Fricrs cre 
not far differing frem the generall ſkate of the tay men in 
that Citty, fo2 they are almoſt ſtarued by reaſon of their 
ſmall allowance, ſo that meſt of them loohe like vnto wild 
men, whoſe countenance is leane and ſfearne . as willing 
to ſnatch at the quarter of a gad dogge, as ſne c an 
other, though it coſt twentie ſhillings,zs at this pꝛeſent it 
ts woꝛth among them. „ the true cffate at the 
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ſaid Citty and inhabitants therein, hole miſery is doubt- 
les ſent ol God, as a ſharpe ſcourge ſoꝛ their ſo great wic⸗ 
kednefſe and diſobedience towaras God and their Soue⸗ 
raigne Thus doth God ſtill harden the hearts of the Go- 
uernours, and maketh them wilfull,blinde, and foliſhe in 
their owne fancie, that their puryſhment ian their wicked 
nes might be the moze ſharpe and grieuous . The Pzince 
of Parma foz certaintie hath entered France with tenne 
thouſand men of hozſe and fote , but ſone after hee 
palled the boꝛders, intending to aide thoſe of the Legue, 
the Kings power gaue him a battazle and diſcomfited ter 
thouſand ol his men. They of the League are very ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfuil fo that the towne of Moutriall in Pickardy 1s 
peelded vp to the Bing, which is of certatne troth 4 done. 
verie lately. A generall Batt alle is daily expemed foath- 
with, betweene the Duke de Mayne and the Chꝛiſtian 
King of Fraunce, foz wheme almighty God daily. doth 
fight, and will doubfles ſpeedily deliver his enemies into 
his handes, they are within foure leagues o ne of another 
on both ſides of a riuer. It is therefoze very conuenicut 
that all Chꝛiſtians ſhould pꝛay fo2 the good ſucteſſe of the 
King, that it waulde pleaſe Gad to giue him victo2y auer 
thoſe rebellious and traiterous perſons. At the comming 
of the Pꝛince of Parma into the French countries, tt is re- 
po2ted there was viſibly ſerne in the Aire to all his army, 
the raine bowes, and betweene tuery one of them the 
fo:me of a toade,and pꝛeſently the riners ther about \&med 
nothing but bloud, and ſo continued fo; a ſhozt ſpace, wher- 
by his armp was in great ſeare, and would willingly haue 
returned, but they were by their generall commannded on 
paine of death to goe fozwards, ©undzy ſuch ſights haue 
lately beene ſeene vpon the coaſt of France, fo2 ane of her 
Maieſties ſhippes called the Aangard, being in the nar- 
row ſeas, met with nine hulkes and flic boats of the lows 
countries bound home ward from S paine, where the Cap- 
taine examined them concerning ſundꝛy matters, who a- 
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of France, on the ane and ttwentith of June laſt̃, ima plate 
called Bell Ile, the Sea round about them was of the con- 


ler of blood, fo2 the full ſpace ofhalfe an houre, and nothing 


was to be ſeene but bloud, ſs fax as they could viſcerne, 4 
taking vp the water in their buckets, they couldnot per - 
cetue it from bloude : this the Maiſter and other in the 
company did ſweare to be true. Po2eoner in July laſt paſt 
the ſaide Shippe of her Baiefftes called the Uangard be- 


ing at Sea, in an enening about ſetting time of the watch. 


all the men in the ſhip at the riſing of the Mone, did dif- 
terne in the aire ouer the one the ſhape of a man, with 
a croun on his head and the King of Spaines armes plain. 
ly diſplatde, which continued viſibly to bee ſeene fo2 ſome 
{mall ſpace, and ſoone after it was as a thing ouerthzown 
and vaniſhed awap,and ſeemed to them as though it were 


falling. 

All which viſions generall by the contecture ol ſundꝛy of 
god judgement p:eſageth, the ruine and confuſion of thoſe 
vnholy Leaguers, vpholden by the Pops and the King of 
Spaine, and contrariwiſe the god ſucceſſe of the Frenche 
King, whoſe ancient armes is the thꝛ toades. God foz 
his mercte ſake daily defende and p2otec him, that he may 
vanqutthe all his enemies, which ſerke and pꝛetend his vt- 


ter confuſion, which God grant foz his mercy ſake. Amen. 
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
